Dronn’s Opera of Aor and Zemira was last night performed here, 
and Miss Inverarity made her first \|appearance for the season as the 
beauteous, dutiful heroine ; she-was received on her entrance with 
warm plaudits, which were frequently renewed during her performance. 
Her voice appears to have acquired additional power, and she sang with 
exquisite taste and expression, particularly in the sweet trio ‘O day of 
mutual pleasure.’ Spohr’s music requires to become familiar to us, 
before we can rightly appreciate its beauties; still we must confess it is 
too elaborate for our taste, and sadly deficient in melodies, the ear is sa- 

‘The Opera, altogether, was 
very well performed, but G. Penson deserves especial mention ; he sang 
one of the most pleasing pieces in the Opera excellently, ‘ Underneath 
the Palm tree’s shade.’ 

After the Opera, that clever child Miss Poole sustained her four 
characters in Old and Young, with all her usual talent, and. Mr F. 
Matthews personation of the gouty old bachelor was truly admirable ; 
it was worthy to rank with the most successfal efforts of our first-rate 
comedians ; he was greatly applauded. Teddy the Tiler closed the en- 
tertainments. The pit was nearly fall, but the dress-boxes were very 
thinly attended.

We last night witnessed the performance of Macbeth at this house, 
and were ready to exclaim in the language of its inspired author, ‘ Woe 
is me,’ seeing what-I have seen, seeing what I see!’ The physical 
powers of Mr Kean are now uneqnal to the tug and war of the passi- 
ons which assail Macbeth ; he seemed to be conscious of his weakness, 
and slurred over some of the speeches to husband his powers ; his pau- 
ses were so long, that they frequently became tedious, and absolutely 
kept the stage waiting, and, though many detached parts cf his per- 
formance were in themselves beautiful, they were not dovetailed with 
that degree of nicety, which is required to render the ensemble perfect. 
In the last act in particular, his acting wanted that energy and vitality 
he was accustomed to infuse into it. He was so imperfect in the text, 
as to be prompted by a gentleman from the pit. To point out the defects, 
is amuch less gratefal task, than to enumerate the beauties of a perfor- 
mauce, we therefore refer with pleasure to the[murder of Duncan, where 
the genius of the actor shone forth with all its pristine splendour ; no- 
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thing could be finer than his bewildered looks, his hoarse whispers, his 
coming to himself at the sight of his bloody hands, and the heart rend- 
ing tone in which he exclaimed, “ Wherefore could I not pronounce, 
Amen?’ his very utterance seemed choaked with agony, and his whole 
nature subdued by remorsefal passion. The deep and silent attention 
of the audience, was the most flattering tribute which could be offered 
to the the skill of the actor. 


What shall we say of Mrs Glover’s Lady Macbeth? We do not 
like to ridieule her, first, because she is a woman of grea? talent, se- 
condly, because we believe she played the part to accommodate the 
manager, and not as a matter of choice, therefore we shall content 
ourselves with saying, we hope never to see her in the part again.— 
John Jones, and Separation and Reparation were the afterpieces.--The 
house was well filled.
